The Gettysburg Steam Fire Com- 


pany No. 1 at a meeting at the Engine 
House on last Wednesday evening 
took action of great importance to 
this town and its more thorough pro- 
tection ^from fire. A committee of 
five were^named composed of.Geo. A. 
McClellan, Chas. H. "Wilson, Dr. Henry 
Stewart, William B. Flemmiug and 
F. B. Slonaker, to arrange a public 
meeting at which the present equip- 
ment of the Fire Company would be 
considered and the needs of the town 
discussed and if approved, plans form- 
xilated for a better equipment. 


"General Meade" the Silsby engine 


has seen service covering more than 
a quarter of a century. At times a 
fear has been 'entertained of a break 
that might put the engine out of com- 
mission and this when it might be 
needed worse than any other time. 
The fact that it is over 25 years old 
admonishes that something • better if 
possible be obtained. The burden- 
someness^of our engine that must be 
pulled by' men in ail kinds of weather 
and with streets at times Heavy with 
mud. 
slush or snow and so "delay the 


fire fighting for minutes is sufficient 
in itself to make it most desirable for 
the town to get an apparatus that 
would be ready to go to work' much 
quicker. There arc- many 
icasons 


and some of them unanswerable why 
this town should have an auto fire 
engine. 
An auto fire engine is always ready 


to go to a fire and get to work to 
pump the water without any delay 
-whatever. At the last fire it was over 
fifteen minutes from the" time of the

Cement Pavements. 


A number of cement pavements 


have been put dowu recently but there 
remain far too many that are stumb- 
ling blocks. Within past few weeks 
Chas. S. Duncan, Esq. and Dr. H. M. 
Hartman have put down cement pave- 
meuts on Baltimore street and the for- 
mer has also put down similar pave- 
ment at his residence corner of Lin- 
coln Ave., and Washington St. Frank 
A. Althoff aud Wm. Menchey have 
built, them in front of their properties 
on High street and Lloyd Watts on 
Washington street. 


Right here in passing the observa- 


tion is worth while that those living 
on streets other than the four main 
streets seem to be possessed of more 
nublic spiritedness in this direction 
than is apparent in those on the lead- 
ing streets. The south side of West 
Middle street can boasr of a few feet 
less cement pavement than on the 
north side of Chambersburg street 
and to win out the latter must count 
away to the top of Seminary Hill. 
Washington street has a display of ce- 
ment pavement that deserves to be 
patterned after by other sections of the 
town.

It should not be such a great task to 


It 
is said that tbe cost of such an engine 
is about $4.005. It would be best to 
trade "Geneial Meade" in on the pi ice 
of an auto engine, if any kind of a 
reasonable price could be obtained 
for it and a greater price ought to be 


good working order than at any time 
later on. 
The cost of an auto engine co-aid 


be mosi appropriately contributed to 
by many town interests so as to make 
its purchase possible in the present 
condition of the town's finances. The 
county with its valuable property in 
and near the town, all under tbe pro- 
tection of the Fire Company of this 
place could well afford to make a gen- 
erous donation to the purchase.

There are 
many public interests that would re- 
spond to such an appeal and the bal- 
ance of w-hnt is needed could be taken 
care of by the citizens and the bor- 
ough treasurer.

The Gettysburg Celebration. 


The 
joint 
commission 
having in 


charm- arrangements for the celebra- 
tion in July, 1913, of the fiftieth anni- 
versaiy of the battle oi Gettysburg, 
and the government ollicials who are 
co-operating 
with 
the 
commission, 


should proceed with caution before- de- 
finitely deciding t'o invite 40,000 vet- 
erans ol the Noithern and Southern 
armies to fin encampment on the fa- 
mous battlefield. 


For 40,000 veterans there will be 


required 3,000 tents, 400 army ranges 
J'or cooking food, one field bakeiy, two 
large field hospitals, and live infirma- 
ries. The 
personnel 
of physicians, 


surgeons, cooks, and helpers will em- 
brace- about 1.800 -men. It -will -be 
necessary almost entirely to recon- 
struct the town of Gettysburg. The 
greatest previous encampment in his- 
tory was at Chickamauga in 1898, 
when C-5,000 men were assembled, and 
there was much sickness and suffeiiug 
and inconvenience. 


There is no doubt that more people 


will want to go to Gettysburg next 
year than the trains will be able to 
carry. The railroad companies admit 
ihat the only way they can handle 
the tremendous crowd will be to pool 
their interests temporarily, all roads 
making joint arrangements and har- 
monious schedules, all trains running 
to Gettysburg at certain times in the 
day and leaving at certain other 
times. 


If the veterans number, 40,000, the 


plain citizens who will want to be at 
the 
celebration - will number about 


75,000 more. There are no hotels that 
can begin to accommodate this crowd. 
The sewerage system is inadequate, 
and so is the water system. 
, It is plain that unless the Getiys- 
burg celebration is to result in suffer- 
ing and loss of life there will have 
to be some blanketing of the present 
enthusiasm. Better to have a smaller 
and safer celebration, than to have 
such an ambitious, one, with scores of 
people toppling over from heat, lack 
of water and other privations. The 
Gettysburg celebration can be a big 
success unless those in charge of the 
arrangements bite off more than they 
can chew, "Washington Post. 


While we made no claims to being 


either a prophet or the" son of the 
propner. the above editorial from a 
recent issue of toe ''Washington Post 
b'rings us back to our original sug- 
gestion—that a four days celebration 
can not be pulled off successfully and 
satisfactorily. Tbe event is bound to 
lengthen 
whether 
the commission 


wants it or not and the wise course 
would be to reorganize the possibilities 
of the situation and when a thorough 
canvass reveals probable numbers to 
make a program of events to ade- 
quately cover time necessary to han- 
dle the crowd in a satisfactory way 
Editor Compiler.

Veterans Look at Flags. 


Many hundreds of veteran soldiers 


who fought in Pennsylvania regiments 
during the Civil War stopped o^er in 
Harrisburg last week on their wa> 
home from the State Grand Armj 
meeting at Gettysburg to visit the 
flag room in the State library buildin: 
and have a look at the old banners 
they carried under, a_ rain of shot anc 
sheil__irom the rebel foe. These old 
flags are not exactly falling to pieces 
but the cases in which they are kep 
are not exactly air tight, and in tinii 
if they were to remain where they are 
they will gradually fall ayay. To pre- 
vent this the State has placed a mini 
her of ornate bronze and glass cases 
with marble bases, in the rotunda o 
the Capitol, perfectly airtight and il 
luminated from the top so that when 
the flags are placed in them the}" wil 
remain, intact as long as the cases hold 
together. It is proposed to make the 
ceremony of transferring the fla 
from the old flag room to the new 
cases in the rotunda an occasion o 
much ceremony, but it will not take 
place until next year, after the ad 
journtnent of the legislature session 
the Legislature being depended upon 
to pay the expenses of the ceremony. 
The intention is to have the flags car- 
ried by the same men who bore them 
through the war. and if they are dead. 
then- some member of the regimenr 
that marched behind the flag will be 
selected by the surwors of the regi- 
ment to carry it. It is proposed. 'also. 
to haave as many of the comrades 
from Pennsylvania regiments here as 
are able to travel, and make the oc- 
casion one of much patriotic fervor. 
There will be addresses by old soldiers 
and a great reunion generally by those 


wore the blue. and. outside of the 


celebration at Gettysburg ou July 4. it 
will be about the last reunion of the 
kind that will be held, as the old boys 
are dying off very rapidly. 


There are at present in the cases in 


the flag room about fourteen nags car- 
ried by Pennsylvania regiments that 
are wrapped up in packages jiisr as 
they were received here long after the 
war -was ended and have been dis- 
3>layed- These flags came from vari- 
ous soiirces in the South, having been 
taken home by their captors and re- 
tijrned after the era of good feeling 
between the Xorth and South had been 
restored.

School Money Is Due Next Month. 


The provision in the school code 


that the financial year should begin 
with the first Monday of July will be 
effective this year for the first time 
and the school appropriations, which 
have for years dated from June's first 
Monday, will be made a month later.

of begninlng distribution to districts, 
which" file the required reports with 
the State Department of Public In- 
struction, a new system of calculating 


days will be made. Heretofore the appro- 


priation has been based on the number 
of taxable inhabitants, teachers regu- 
larly employed and school chudreu. 
This year and tnereafter it will be 
paid according to the number of child- 
ren and teachers. 


Care of Milk in the Home. 


It is not enough to be particular 


about the kind fo dairy farm from 
which you buy your milk. You must 
also be careful in handling it at home- 
Try if posisble to buy bottled milk- 
dipping milk from a can as is done by 
some dealers exposes it to dust. If 
you can't buy milk in bottles, use a 
covered kettle when you get it. Do not 
allow milk to stand on the doorstep 
after it has been delivered. The germs 
in milk increase by the thousands as 
the milk becomes warm. Keep it cold 
all the lime. 


Milk absorbs unpleasant odors. It 


you have a refrigerator try to keep 
the milk in a separate compartment 
from the other food stuffs. All the- 
compartmems 
of 
the 
refrigerator 


should be scalded at least once a week 
with a -washing soda solution, thor- 
oughly scrubbed with a brush and 
rinsed with clean water. 


Do not keep milk longer than twen- 


ty-four hours. Milk may become unfit 
for use before it is sour to the taste- 
In case of typhoid fever, scarlet fever, 
sore throat or any contagious disease, 
do not take milk bottles into the sick 
room. Always wash yoiir hands be- 
fore pouring milk from a bottle. Wipe 
oil the mouth with a clean towel. Al- 
ways rej>lace the cap of the bottle. If 
the cap is torn pxit an inverted tum- 
bler over the bottle. After emptying 
the bottle rinse ii out with cold water 
and. then wash it in the usual way. 


Although there is no food more 


wholesome than milk, there is none 
that offers a better breeding place for 
germs. Drink plenty of milk but use- 
the greatest care in handling it. By

The second system has the ."peso 


fuerte" or "dollar" as Its unit, the 
units being commonly referred to sim- 
ply as "fuertes." 
This 
"fuerte" is 


taken to be equal to 5 bolivars and to 
be divided into 100 centavos. 


The' third system has the "peso 


macuqulna," usually simply termed 
"pesos," as Its unit. 
This "peso" has 


a value of 4 bolivars and Is considered 
to be equal to 80 centavos, and to 
be divided Into 8 reals, while the 
"fuerte" Is considered to have 10 
reals. 


Some few1 of the mercantile houses 


keep their accounts with their custom- 
ers in "fuertes," but most of the es- 
tablishments render their bills in the 
"peso." 


When accounts kept in the last two 


milts are paid, they are transformed 
into bolivars "by manipulating by five 
or four, as the case may be, payments 
being made by Venezuelan currency, 
coined gold and silver on the bolivar 
basis, or bank notes issued on 
the 


eame system, although some foreign 
gold is in general acceptance at con- 
ventional rates. 


Among the humbler classes making: 


their purchases at the market, an ar* 
tide which would be worth 75 centi* 
mos of a bolivar, or 15 centavos of a 
''fuerte,'' will almost invariably
